Polls for SGA Elections 
Open Today, Tomorrow 

Polls opened at 8 a.m. today for Student Governing as- 
sociation general elections and will be open all day tomor- 
row, 

Voting is for a student body president, a board of student 
publications, and 19 student council representatives. A pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to allow freshmen repre- 
sentation is also being referred to the students for their ap- 
proval or disapproval. 

Polling places are in Elsenhower IihII for arts and sci- 
ences students, Calvin hail for home economics majors, 
Veterinary bull for those In vet medicine, Seaton hall for 
engineers, and Waters hall for agriculture students. 

An additional polling place is in Anderson hall for all 
students. 

Graduate students may vote on any ballot. However they 
must vote for only one representative from Graduate school, 
their choice for student body president, and three choices 
for the student publications board. Undergraduate students 
may not vote for a graduate representative. 

Lcsn than 1,900 students voted In the general election 
last year. Only 850 voted In the primary election last 
Friday. 

" If freshman representation is to be passed, at least 2,000 
students must vote and two-thirds of this vote must be af- 
firmative. 

It has been estimated that this proposed amendment, an 
additional political party, and increased enrollment may 
bring the number of voting students to a new high. 

MPC Farm Plank 
Includes Soil Bank

A plan to voluntarily take out 
of production land that is pro- 
ducing surplus crops — thus re- 
ducing surpluses — is a top issue 
of the Mock Political Conven- 
tion's farm plank. 

"To compensate the farmer 
for not planting the crop, the 
farmer would receive payment 
according; to the productivity of 
his land." Don Scoby, chairman 
of the farm plank subcommittee, 
said. 

. "For instance, land that In 
run down will not receive aw 
much money an a'pleee of land 
tliat obviously could produce 
much more,** he added. 
Keeping the land out of pro- 
duction would save the land for 
future generation^ the subcom- 



mittee thinks. The program al- 
so is figured to help the little 
man. 

As part of a long-range plan, 
the subcommittee favors a pro- 
gram to back farmers' sons la 
their college expenses. 

The Idea tft to 
youth to eollep 
them, and wend the best-train* 
ed men bark to the farm. 
Other* could fill vacancies in 
dairying, 
other 

Included in the long-rang* 
program is a plan to induce 
banks to make small long-term 
loans. At present, the farmer 
must renew his loan every few 
months, if the loan Is small and 
if he can't pay it off soon.

Wllkerson offered no comments 
about his opponent.

vote.

"A functional reorganization ii 
necessary to direct the council's 
attention to its primary realm of 
responsibility, that of stutj 
fairs. Far too many of the 
ell's real duties in this field are 
being carried out by appointed 
committees instead or elected rep. 
resentatlves," he said. 

According to Wllkerson the 
present HGA constitution wax 
adopted November 7, 1051, and 
has been kept up to date by 



"The present' constitution was 
adopted after two years of ex- 
tensive study of other school con- 
stitutions." be said. "I think if a 
change is made it should be made 
only after more study. If I am 
elected, I will write to the Na- 
tional Student association for in- 
formation on other constitution* 
before proposing any changes." 

"I do not feel that we should 
throw away a constitution that 
took years of work and adopt a 
plan that was worked up over 
night."

' as probahly the world's greatest oboist. 
About five years ago Miller recorded 
with his own orchestra a song called 
Napoleon, and did a good Job with it. 
Some of the trumpet arrangements were 
great. But the record Just didn't sell. 

EVER HINCE this time Mitch has gone 
out of his way to be different, perhaps 
unique, and this has been his downfall. 
As the head of Columbia records, he Is 
in a position to continue this nonsense, 
but the public will eventually wise up 
to the fact that they are being taken. 

Nobody remembers that Miller is the 
man who sold Sinatra down the river 
a few years ago. Frankle Lane is no 
longer selling like he used to, thanks to 
Mitch's material.

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'Stay Out ofMiddk East, ' 
Eden Will Warn Russians

LONDON, April 1» — Prime Minister 
Anthony Eden will deliver a sharp warn- 
ing to Russia today not to meddle in the 
"explosive Middle East, informed sources 
said. 

Eden whs prepared to submit the 
warning to Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin and Communist party chief Nikita 
S. Khrushchev at their first formal meet- 
ing this afternoon the sources said. 

They said" during their talks during 
the next eight days Eden will warn the 
Soviets of the risks of big powers be- 
coming embroiled in the Middle East 
fight, demand they explain exactly their 
"peaceful coexistence" statements, and 
ask whether the Russians now are ready 
to break their iron curtain barriers. 

EDEN INVITED Bulganin and Khrush- 
chev for their present visit during the 
height of the "Geneva Spirit" days when 
the Big Four met last in Switzerland, 

But he was reported approaching Bul- 
ganin and Khrushchev with a new-found 
wariness based on later developments 
that included a complete breakdown of 
the Geneva spirit and the opening of a

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new Soviet cold war offensive in the 
Middle and Far East. 

Minor incidents plagued the Russians 
for the second straight day as they left 
their hotel and laid an immense wreath 
at the centotraph, a memorial to British 
war dead. 

A WOMAN WAS arrested outside the 
hotel as she shook her fist from behind 
police lines and shouted, "Mr Bulganin, 
I want to speak to you." There was a 
short scuffle. 

A 12-year-old boy carrying an air rifle 
was led away by police from Buckingham 
Palace where the Russians signed the 
visitors book. However, they will not be 
presented to Queen Elizabeth until Sun- 
day. 

Police fought to hold back crowds 
surging forward toward the cenopath 
after the Rusisans left in fear they would 
destroy the wreath. However, they only 
wanted to read the inscription hailing the 
war dead of both countries. 

Hl'GE CROW DS including American, 
tourists watched the Russians. There 
was no cheering. 

The Prime Minister plunges today into 
the first of a series of "little summit 
conferences" with the visiting Russians. 
Altogether he will meet them seven times 
across- the conference table. 

Diplomatic circles said the Russians 
seemed anxious to get formal talks 
started as soon as possible. They al- 
ready had begun their visit with a spec- 
tacular new "peace offensive" apparently 
designed to influence British public 
opinion and cast Bulganin and Khruschev 
In the role of peace emissaries. 

IN A QUICK follow up. Bulganin an- 
nounced on his arrival here yesterday 
that "the Soviet Union is a peaceful 
country." 

"I hope our visit here will contribute 
to a relaxation of tension, better mutual 
understanding and better relations," he 
added. 

The British press eased off on Its bit- 
ter criticism of the touring Russians 
and coupled front page stories of the 
subdued reception given the Ruslans 
with editorials pointing out the impor- 
tance of the high level talks.

THE CLAXGlrfti of the College bell 
has quickened the paces of K-State stu- 
dents since 1882. 

According to College records, the bell 
was first used at Bluemont Central col- 
lege to signal the start and ending of 
classes. Its loud peals could be heard 
from five to six miles away. The Septem- 
ber 1882, Industrialist said that in the 
morning, its ringing was "warranted in 
two strokes to lift a sleeping urchin ten 
feet from his bed. 

Mr. Joseph Ingalls of Swampscott, 
Mass.. donated $250 to buy the bell.

f erred to the campus, the bell was placed 
on Mechanics hall. 

II was moved to Us present locution in 
the belfry in Anderson on September 5, 
1882. Since then, the bell has been used 
continuously to mark time for major 
college activities. According to R. F. 
Gingrich, superintendent of the physical 
plant, It rings before 8 and 1 o'clock 
classes, before assemblies, and before 
gradual lonal processions. 

"It's not hard to ring, because once it 
starts swinging; it almost rings itHelf," 
says Herman Hackerott, an employee of 
the custodian department. Hackerott 
rings the 513-pound bell. 

FKOM A X AST AUK point 10 feet from 
the bell. Hackerott receives the full im- 
pact of its peals, 

"It's so loud It in almost deafening 
he said. 

Records show, like many other college 
bells, it ha* been rung by unauthorized 
students. Once the clijpper was taken 
by several sophomore students who 
wanted a text lor their class book, "The 
Bell Clapper," Next morning, the bell 
was late, and had to be rung by pound- 
ing it with a hammer.

"Could you tell me thtf name of 
a professor about 6 feet tall, of 
average build, with dark wavy 
hair? He usually wears a grey 
flannel sports suit." 

This Is a sample of some o* the 
calls received by the KansaB State 
college operator, according to 
Mrs. Al Venburg, supervisor of 
the College switchboard. 

The College Is now operating 
57,1 business telephones. Prob- 
ably the busiest phones are 
those In the new L'nion, she 
said. Other biuy phones are 
those in the comptroller's of- 
fice, the registrar's office, and 
student personnel offices. 
Nineteen lines are available for 
the placement of calls. Eleven 
are used for city calls, and soven 
for long distance. One is a direct 
connection to Topeka and KU and 
l^Csed for official business. Ap- 
proximately 1,000 calls are han- 
dled per day, Mrs. Venburg said. 

Although student directories 
are distributed to all the students, 
only about one-third ot those 
placing calls give the number. 

The office is located on the 
second floor of the Power Plant 
and provides employment for two 
part-time and two full-time oper- 
ators. They work from 7 a.m. to 
10 p.m. on week days and from 
7 a.m. to 6 p.m. on weekends. 
Emergency service , is available 
for the other hours, but not by 
regular operators, Mrs. Venburg 
said.

the nominee will come from one of these 
three men," Roberts said. 

Many of the candidate clubs met last 
night to rally support for their man. The 
big fiuestion mark in both camps was 
who the club would support for the vice- 
presidential nomination. Groups were 
hesitant to name any definite delegate 
strength because they were still trying 
to agree on a running mute that would 
bring strong delegate support. 

The Eisenhower group seems to be 
split at the moment on whether to sup- 
port Richard Nixon as previously planned, 
or try to run Clare Booth Luce as Ike's 
partner. Luce might assure them of a 
i)6-delegate ^loc from New York. There 
was also an Implication that the Luce 
su porters had formed a coalition and 
brought their strength to nearly 200, 
which wBuld make them highly sought 
after as a vice-presidential affiliate. 

LYXDOX JOHNSON'S camp was mum 
on its present strength but stressed that 
Johnson is definitely running as a presi- 
dential candidate and is not considering 
a vice-presidential nomination. One esti- 
mate outside the Johnson group placed 
his strength at nearly 4 00 delegates. 

The Stevenson group also was silent 
on its present delegate strength, and as 



did all other candidate clubs, went on 
record as endorsing its candidate's views 
In actual politics. 

There are nearly 20 groups support- 
ing favorite son candidates. It is ex- 
pected that these will switch over to the 
to p"-ru lining candidates after the first or 
second ballot at the convention Monday 
and Tuesday, Who the bul* of these 
votes will switch to is only speculation 
but might well determine the eventual 
nominee. ' 

THESE FAVORITE son and darkhorse 
groups are supporting such men as Estes 
Kefauver, Stuart Symington, "Soapy" 
Williams, Wayne Morse (presently sup- 
ported by an 80 to 90 vote coalition), 
Thomas Dewey, and numerous others. 

"The Mock Political convention is 
aimed at giving the student body a look 
at politics in action and showing students 
how they can make their, weight felt in 
political affairs," Mel Baughma'n, tem- 
porary chairman of the convention, said. 

The first concrete action for the for- 
mation of the convention came in Decem- 
ber when its founder formed an executive 
committee and apointed subcommittees. 
They had weekly meetings and the con- 
vention evolved to its present state, ac- 
cording to Baughtnan.

Ike May Beat Adlai 
Before Election

WASHINGTON* — President Eisenhower 
had to await election day to defeat Adlai 
E. Stevenson In 19 52. He may lick Stev- 
enson this year in the Democratic na- 
tional convention. 

The way some political experts see it 
is like this: 

Mr. Eisenhower has borrowed heavily 
from some parts of the Roosevelt and 
Truman deals to construct the founda- 
tion of his own administration's policy. 

IX WELFARE legislation there isn't 
a great deal of difference between Mr. 
Eisenhower's approach and the approach 
of his immediate predecessors. This is 
true in the fields of minimum 'wages, 
school subsidies, social security, farm 
subsidies and such, somewhat less so 
with respect to public housing.

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Sewing, Millinery Classes 
Are Start of HEc School

Sewing and millinery classes In 
1S73 were the first to be offered 
in the K-State home economics 
curriculum. They were taught in 
the chapel of Bluemont building, 
the original home of Kansas State 
•ollege. located on Bluemont Hill. 

Mrs. H. C. Cheaeldine* became 
the first K-State home economics 
instructor in 187S, and taught 
three classes in sewing, millinery, 
and dressmaking. Recognized as 
the "head of the sewing depart- 
ment," Mrs. Cheseldine was re- 
placed in 187 5 by Mrs. Mary 
Crips, whose title was teacher of 
household economics, hygiene, 
and superintendent of sewing. 
The old chemistry buildinu 
was the first on the present 
(jsnipus to house home econ- 
fSuic* classes. According to the 
College catalogue for 1875, a 
kitchen laboratory was opened 
In the chemistry building, and 
students were "instructed in 
household economics by lecture 
and kitchen practice.'* 
In 18S82 Nellie Sawyer Ked- 
zie became instructor in the de- 
partment, and in 1884 the facul- 
ty was increased to two members 
by the addition of a sewing in- 
structor. 

Largely through the efforts of 
Mrs. Kedzie, the legislature ap- 
propriated $ Hi, 000 for the erec- 
tion of a building "for work in 
domestic economy." In that year 
Kedzie hallr which now houses 
the journalism department, be- 
came the first building in the na- 
tion provided wholly for work in 
home economics.

(The other three were agricul- 
ture, engineering, and general.) 
In 18117 Mrs. Helen Camp- 
bell succeeded Mrs. Kedzie, and 
■ became superintendent of the 
domestic science depart me nt. 
L'nder her direction, facilities 
were placed in the basement of 
Kedzie to serve lunches, at H» 
cents each, to students and fac- 
ulty members, and to provide 
practice for home economics 
students. 
Mrs. Henrietta Calvin became 
head of the department in 1901. 
and resigned in 190S, the same 
year in which Calvin hall was 
built at the cost of $70,000 to 
house the home economics depart- 
ment. 

Also in 1908 Mary Pierce Van 
Zile became both head of the 
home economics department and 
Dean of Women. President Nichols 
appointed the departments of do- 
mestic art, domestic science, and 
physical training for women to 
come under Dean Van Zile. 

The College was formally or- 
ganized in definite divisions in 
1912 under President Waters, and 
Dean Van Zile, responsible for 
continuing the work in home eco- 
nomics, was made dean of the 
home economics division.

to provide instruction in institu- i 
tional management. 

A department of "emergency 
home demonstration agent*" 
MM formed in 1»17, and by the 
next year the College Extension 
division had employed a state 
director and ten assistants for 
work in home economics. 
In 1918 Dean Van Zile concen- 
trated completely on the office of 
Dean of Women, and Dr. Helen 
B, Thompson became head of the 
division of home economics. Un- 
der Dr. Thompson, the division 
was divided into two departments 
(domestic art and domestic sci- 
ence), home economics instruc- 
tors received better salaries, and 
electives in various home econ- 
omics classes were introduced. 

Margaret M. Justin became 
Dean in 1923, and under her 
guidance a home economics "Op- 
en House" was inaugurated in 
1981, The open house featured 
departmental exhibits, contests 
among high school girls, a tea, 
and a banquet. 

The event became "Hospitality 
Week" in 1932, and in 1937 was 
changed to "Hospitality Days." 

Dean Justin served as dean of 
the School of Home Economics un- 
til 19:14. She was .succeeded by 
Dr. Doretta M. Hoffman, who is 
presently serving her second year 
as dean.

LDS Traces 
^family Trees 

Someday you may be able to 
find out who jour ancestors were 
by going to a historical library 
and tracing your family tree. 

This is being made possible by 
the church of the Latter Day 
Salnts. s The members are making 
a study, called genealogy, of the 
data on the tombstones in ceme- 
teries of the 1'nited States, ac- 
cording to Jay Peterson. VM Jr, 
chairman of the Manhattan Genea- 
logical committee. . 

In the study, each committee 
records the data from the ceme- 
teries in a district, which usually 
includes a.bout five counties. This 
data is sent to Wichita, which is 
the center of the central Kansas 
area. There it is compiled, and 
on the completion of a county, a 
book is made on the data from 
^hat county. 

These books will be sent to 
111 st or icii 1 and genealogical 11- 
braries around the U.S. One 
copy will be sent to the L1>S 
library In Salt l^ake City. 
These books will be available 
to anyone interested in this sort 
of thing, 

"The main reason we are in- 
terested in this study is because 
we believe one must be baptized 
to be accepted in the kingdom of 
heaven. Therefore, we are inter- 
ested In tracing our ancestors 
back, thus to do the work by proxy 
for those who didn't have the op- 
portunity for baptism." Peterson 
said. 

Peterson said the cemeteries 
they are most interested in are 
the old ones or the small ones that 
are not well kept up. and others 
e that may be neglected or covered 
~y up by new construction. 

"The cemeteries we are par- 
ticularly interested in now are the 
ones <that will be covered with 
water when Tuttle Creek dam is 
completed," he said.

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Bridey Murphy Story Similiar to Hindu Beliefs, Indian Says

about foreign student* attending K-State.)

"I THINK that the story of Bridey 
Murphy Is quite logical and is similar to 
the Hindu belief of re-incarnation," said 
S. S. Attrl, foreign student from India. 

"According to the reports she was re- 
incarnated from an Irish woman to her 
present day life in Colorado. I think it is 
lust possible that it happened through 
our beliefs," Attn said. 

Attri explained the Hindu belief in re- 
incarnation this way: 

"THKRK ARK 8,400,000 forms of life 
in the Hindu religion. Of these 200.000 
have been recognized by Biologists. The 
Hindu believes the bouI leaves one body 
and enters another. What body the soul 
enters is determined by the actions of 
the person in this world. God has a rec- 
ord of all vices and virtues and sends the 
soul to the proper place after life Is over. 

"Man's birth and form is the highest 
achievement In the re-incarnation cycle, 
ft Is attained after much hardship and 
trial by the soul In other lives. Man can 
realize God. If he does not act In God's 
way he may not become man again for 
millions of years. He could go back to 
the most primitive form of life. However, 
in the case of Bridey Murphy the cycle 
apparently was not that extreme," he 
said. 

"I NEITHER believe nor disbelieve in 
the theory. You cannot tell because the 
poul his never been physically isolated," 
Attrl said. H 

Attri said that the main problem of 



India Tight now was to raise the standard 
of living. He said that India was doing 
this through a number of five-year plans. 

He went on to explain the functions of 
the five-year plans in the following man- 
ner: 

"We have many things included in the 
five year plan. Some of them are: 

1. TO URBANIZE many of our back- 
ward areas. A commission for this study 
has made many suggestions to the gov- 
ernment. 

2. How the resources of my country 
can be utilized to meet the standard of 
living we desire. We have enough re- 
sources to feed and clothe our people; 
the problem is how to utilize them. 

3. To build 150 hydro-electric projects. 
Water can be used for irrigation and 
then for electricity. If this is done on a 
natiowal scale the standard of living in 
terms of income per capita will at least 
double. - / 

4. To have 100 per cent literacy. 
This will be accomplished through a 
pulsory education. We are doing 
work in the field of colleges and universi- 
ties. 

.1. TO BUILD hospitals and help rid 
the country of disease. 

6. To establish a complete System of 
all-weather highways. 

"The five-year plans cover every as- 
pect of life In our country. The plans 
started in 1950 after we received inde- 
pendence from Britain. Our country al- 
ready is self-sufficient in food whereas 
In 1947 we had to Import much of our 
food.

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Due to Disqualified Ballots 
Frosh Amendment Fails 



ABOUT ONE-SIXTH of the 1.991 K- 
Staters who voted In the general elec- 
tions Thursday and Friday weren't smart 
enough to vote in the correct manner. A 
total of 361 ballots were disqualified be- 
cause students 1) voted for both gradu- 
ate and undergraduate candidate, or 2) 
failed to mark their ballots with an "X." 

This probably proves something. Per- 
haps It proves that one-Bixth of those 
who voted can't read simple instructions. 
Perhaps it proves that those 361 per- 
sons soon will flunk out of K-State. May- 
be It proves only that those persons were 
in too much of a hurry to read the ballot. 

At any rate, those 361 perhaps were 
responsible for the failure of the fresh- 
man representation amendment. One- 
third of the student body or approxi- 
mately 1,900 persons had to vote before 
this amendment could become law. 
Enough persons voted, and the amend- 
ment appeared to be carrying by the 
necessary two-thirds vote. 

However, after the 361 votes were 
thrown out, there were not eough ac- 
ceptable ballots for the amendment to 
carry. 

•

provement have been very satisfactory 
and the prospects are very good." 

Attri said that the infamous caste 
system of India was on its way out. He 
said that modernization and western in- 
fluence has done a lot to make it slowly 
disappear. He explained his feelings on 
the caste system: 

THERE ARE FOUR castes that still 
exist In India. The priests, the soldiers, 
agriculturists and tradesmen, and ser- 
vants or untouchables. 

However, the untouchables are not re- 
garded as such any more. 

The history of the caste system, as he 
see It, Is something like this: 

When the Aryans came to India they 
had trouble In establishing their society 
so they formed divisions of labor. It was 
meant for specialization and at that time 
was very flexible. Later the system be- 
came rigid and the people of the upper 
classes refused the lower people any mo- 
bility. It finally grew into the Indian 
caste system. 

WHEN ASKED why the cow Is sacred 
in India, Attri said that it stemmed from 
tradition and custom that was very old. 

"When the Aryans came to India they 
found that they depended on the cow for 
many things. It was a docile animal and 
as time went on proved very essential to 
their lives. It finally became so impor- 
tant that they thought life and prosperity 



sacred cow is very strong and is 
on much tradition," he said. 

ATTRI SAID that the racial problem in 
America was actually simple. He said 
that in his country they had four caste 
levels and over 200 languages to be done 
away with. He pointed out that America 
had only two levels and one language. 
"We did it, why can't you," he said. 

Attri said he expected Communism 
would not function in India. Education 
will play an important part in the failure 
of Communism, he said. 
*""My people prefer democracy to com- 
munism; they think that a democratic 
form of government is best. India has 
two types of people; the uneducated and 
the educated. The educated consider a 
democracy more desirable than a Com- 
munist state. Through the five-year plans 
we will educate more people and the feel- 
ing against Communism will grow," he 
said. 

Attri had two reasons for coming to 
K-State, He wanted to live in a differed* 
civilization for he felt that one's educa- 
tion is never complete without living with 
people of another culture. He also wanted 
to try the American way of education 
and K-State offered a very good agricul- 
ture school. Attri is working on his MS

Montgomery Lifts 
Bus Seating Plan

MONTGOMERY, A1*A. — A bus com- 
pany suffering the financial strains of a 
long boycott by Negro passengers today 
defied local law and custom to abandon 
segregated seating regulations in com- 
pliance with a U.S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion. 

The action had no immediate effect on 
the boycott, touched off last December 
after a Negro was ordered out of the 
front section of a bus. Negroes, elated 
over the breakdown of one racial bar- 
rier, still were pressing for another de- 
mand — Negro drivers on predominantly 
Negro routes. 

The first non-segregated buses rolled 
down the Btreets of this state capital city 
"without incident" this morning, al- 
though the few Negroes riding the buses 
voluntarily took seats at the rear as 
usual. 

THE POLICE department reported that 
"everything is quiet" although the first 
buses started making their routes shortly 
before 5 a.m. (CST). 

Only a few Negroes were riding the 
buses as result of the four-and-a-half- 
month old boycott. However, several 
Negroes were seen seated at the rear of 
buses as the bus came into town. 

R. C. Mills, assistant superintendent 
of transportation for the Montgomery 
City Bus lines, said "everything is going 
along fine. We aren't expecting any 
trouble from our Negroes here. If we 
have any trouble it will be from outside 
agitation." 

THE REV. Martin Luther King, Negro 
boycott leader, said that no decision to 
end the boycott will be reached until it if 
ratified by the city's Negroes in mass 
meeting, tentatively set for Thursday 
night. 

' King said the bus line had complied 
with two of the three demands imposed 
by Negroes for ending the^ strike — 
elimination of racial barriers and driver 
courtesy. 

"I think we will still hold for Negro 
bus drivers on predominantly Negro 
routes," King said. 

"I WAS VERY happy to hear the bus 
company is complying with the Supreme 
Court ruling. All people of good will 
will welcome the decision. But It is neces- 
sary that we do not allow emotions to 
run wild and reason and calmness must 
prevail among both races. 

"We must not sacrifice our basic prin- 
ciples, and the difficulties of adjustment 
must be recognized." 

The busline's decision followed swiftly 
yesterday's Supreme Court decision to 
leave standing a lower court decision- in- 
South Carolina which upheld integrated 
buses on intrastate routes. 

THE ACTION, effective at 6 a.m. to- 
day, defied a state criminal law that re- 
quires Negroes to sit in the rear of pub- 
lic transportation vehicles.

Demos Charge Ike 
With Farm Crisis

WASHINGTON — Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson charged in a 
nationwide radio-TV address last night 
that "the Republican party now is push- 
ing us into a third farm depression." 

Johnson's charge was the Democratic 
party'B formal answer to President Eisen- 
hower's recent radio-TV talk explaining 
why he vetoed the Democratic-sponsored 
farm bill. The Democratic measure would 
have junked the administration's flexible 
price support system and restored sup- 
ports at 90 per cent of parity. 

The President said he vetoed the bill 
because it was "contradictory and self- 
defeating." He said rigid high supports 
would only lead to greater farm surpluses 
which depressed market prices for farm 
goods in the first place, 

BUT JOHNSON, a possible contender 
for the Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion, denied this. He used recording of 
the President's own voice and TV image 
in an effort to show that Mr. Eisenhower 
himself promised the farmers 90 per cent 
of parity supports in the 1952 campaign. 

Johnson accused the President of favor- 
ing high supports in "election years and 
low supports in non-election years." 

He noted that in vetoing flat 90 per 
cent supports, the President conceded the 
need for higher government subsides to 
farmers and announced he was u?ing his 
own authority to raise supports on basic 
crops up to a range of from 82 V4 to 87 
per cent of parity. But Johnson, said this 
wil> not be enough to get farmers out of 
their financial plight.

This new plan, used last week to elect 
cheerleaders for next fall, features a 5- 
category system with a maximum of 25 
possible points for each contestant. 

Five points can be given to each try- 
out hy the Board for each of the 5 cate- 
gories.

MEMBERS OF THE Board judge each 
contestant personally and rate them on 
individual blanks of paper.

Alternates are elected from the remaining 
group of contestants on the basis of total 
scores. 

The new system was designed to give 
all contestants an equal chance to be 
elected, Stiles said. "Before it wasn't how 
good they were but what organization 
they belonged to that determined who 
was elected," he added. 

Under the old system, cheerleaders 
were elected by the vote of all members 
of the three pep clubB that were present 
at tryouts, he said. If one organized 
house turned out>full force, a contestant 
belonging to it would have a great ad- 
vantage over another for votes, he said. 

THE CHEERLEADERS' Advisory 
board makes it almost "impossible" to 
elect anyone by group favoritism. When 
the contestants try out, tbey are referred 
to only by number and not by name. Un- 
less the heads of all groups of the Board 
belong to the same organization, it won't 
be possible to elect by favoritism, he said. 

Before tryouts last week, the Board 
and pep club presidents approved the 25 
point system, Stiles said. 

The Cheerleaders* Advisory board con- 
sists of two members from each pep club 
totaling six; two members of the Stu- 
dent Council; the president of the stu- 
dent body; the Dean of Women; a repre- 
sentative from the Alumni association; a 
representative from the Registrar's office; 
Bob Alexander, cheerleader adviser; a 
representative from the Athletic office; a 
representative from the Dean of Students' 
office; and the Head Cheerleader, if he 
is a graduating senior.

It Implied they, had "needlessly" 
wasted the court's time In at- 
tempting to get it to support seg- 
regation. 

The action does not neeessarily 
mean any immediate end of seg- 
regated seating on Southern 
buses. The case at Issue did not 
bear on the right of privately- 
operated transportation compan- 
ies — operating within a state — to 
have segregation rules of their 
own. 

• Southern lawmakers denounced 
but voiced no surprise at the Su- 
preme Court ruling. 

The court's action had an im- 
mediate effect on the long con- 
troversy In Montgomery, Ala., 
where Negroes are conducting a 
"passive" boycott against the 
privately-owned city bus system.

South Secedes Matinee 
MPC Platform 




The South seceded from the 
Bovinian party yesterday afternoon 
after their proposals to amend 
the party platform planks on civil 
rights and poll tax were defeated 
in the Mock Political Convention. 

The southern bloc wanted'to re- 
turn the question of segregation in 
public schools to the states for ac- 
tion and wanted to strike out the 
proposed measure to abolish poll 
tax.' 

After their second civil rights 
amendment was defeated the 
South, led by Steve Weckel, BA 
Sr, chairman of the Virginia dele- 
gation, walked out of Ahearn Field 
House. 

The convention then passed a 
compromise amendment, com- 
mending the Supreme Court for 
the principle of its effort in levi- 



ating injustices to minority groups .with using present farm surpluses 



and suggesting that the matter 
be referred to the proper legisla- 
tive bodies for action. 

The first fireworks came on the 
first amendment when Ed McCoy, 
PrL Soph, chairman of the Mis- 
souri delegation, proposed that 
the farm plank include rigid price 
supports instead of the flexible 
supports included in the original 
plan. 

After considerable debate, the 
motion went to a roll call vote and 
was defeated by a 6-1 margin. 

About 750 delegates partici- 
pated in the afternoon session'. 

The platform included such 
planks as a balanced budget and 
reduction of taxes, a continuation 
of the present foreign policy along 



to further democratic relations of 
the country, a continuation of 
present reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. 

The Bovinian's platform favors 
immediate statehood for Hawaii 
and Alaska, careful study of the 
problems of small business, pro- 
viding needed water resources de- 
velopments, and adoption of the 
Bricker- Dirk Ben amendment, lim- 
iting presidential powers. 

The platform favors federal aid 
to the construction of schools In 
communities unable to finance 
them themselves, the improvement 
of currently existing personal se- 
curity insurance programs such as 
social security and unemployment 
compensation. 
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"Eisenhower, Johnson 
Kefauver Top MPC 

The first night of balloting at Kansas State's first *\lock 
Political Convention ended in a three-way deadlock. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Sen. Estes Kefauver, and Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson polled over 400 votes on the final ballot. 

Eisenhower ended with 448 votes on the final ballot, an 
increase of 22 over the previous vote. Kefauver lost votes 
according to the official tabulator on the last ballot. John- 
son, supported by the southern bloc, began to pick up votes 
that he had lost on the second and third ballots. 

The balloting continues tonight at 7:30 in "Convention 

Hall." (Ahearn Field House) 
The vice- presidential nominee 
will be chosen immediately fol- 
lowing the selection of the Presi- 
dential candidate. 

Voting began following nomin- 
ation of the candidates by the 
states. Nominees were Clare 
Booth Luce, Eisenhower, Johnson, 
Stevenson, Kefauver, Dr. Enoch 
A. Holtwick, Stuart Symington, 
Clifford Case, Thomas Dewey, 
•'Soapy" Williams, and Wayne 
Morse. 

Georgia and Louisiana could 
not vote on the fourth ballot be- 
cause they did not have the nec- 
essary two-thirds of thelv delega- 
tions present, A candidate need-

THE MOCK Political Convention will 
storm Into Its third night tonight with 
the Bovinian party's Presidential nominee 
still in doubt.

THE AIR In the back rooms of fra- 
ternity and sorority houses, various tav- 
erns, and other places too numerous to 
mention will be heavy with intrigue to- 
day as backers of Eisenhower, Kefauver, 
and I An don Johnson will be trying to 
trade off vice-presidencies and other 
favors for. enough votes to win the elec- 
tion. 

Which speaks well for the tremendous 
Interest in the Mock Political conven- 
tion, and for the success it has met. 

If you're one of those stick-in-the- 
muds who hasn't been to the convention 
yet, I'd advise you to show up tonight 
for the final knock-down and drag-out. 
• 

THERE HAVE been many humorous 
sidelights of the convention. 

For Instance, just to keep everyone 
confused, delegates from Michigan have 
been wearing rebel caps most of the time. 
Seems like half of the male representa- 
tion was strutting around In a suit and 
with either cigar or a pipe in mouth. 
Some of the delegates marched In two 
or three demonstrations, proving one of 
two things: 1) they either didn't know 
what man they were backing, or 2) they 
just like to walk and talk. 

The same could be said of the pep 
bandB, They played for everyone who 
wanted to parade. And that's where I 
have an objection. I like music as much 
as the next cat, but I ceased to like the 
"Saints" long ago — even under ideal 
conditions.

THE MOCK convention seems to be 
well-planned, perhaps a little too well- 
planned. There have been a few times — 
such as the election of a permanent chair- 
man — when the powers were so intent on 
their pre-conceived plan that they over- 
rode the wishes of some of their dele- 
gations by not allowing roll-call votes, 
etc. 

But that'll give everyone an idea of 
some of the things that go on in conven- 
tion politics.

I»EMOCRATIC government was 
trampled into the dust last night as Mc- 
Carthyism reached up from Its newly 
dug grave and spread mass hysteria over 
the populace. 

The delegation from Delaware nomin- 
ated its candidate, one Yadavar Sehlya- 
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vfnski dressed in a red shirt, but the con- 
vention would not recognize him. It was 
then that democracy groveled In the dust. 

FOR, WHILE thoBe who advocate 
violent overthrow of the government have 
been outlawed, there still is no ruling of 
which I have heard that denies a person 
with socialistic Ideas the right to peace- 
fully enter a political convention and try 
to convince the other delegates that his 
ideas are right. 

If he can convince the delegates — ac- 
cording to our way of life — then he should 
be in office. But, if he can't convince 
them, there isn't a thing to worry about. 
However, when he is dismissed without 
his say, the Cdmmuntsts have picked up 
some powerful propaganda material. 

Surely we've recovered from McCarthy- 
Ism to the point where we can think in- 
dependently without choking up like a 
class C batter in the major leagues. (I'll 
probably be called a Communist for writ- 
ing this; some people say Communists 
are behind the Collegian's interest In de- 
segregating Manhattan barbershops.)

fauver, did not make a* good showing in 
the Pennsylvania primary yesterday. 

The Tennesseean also trailed Steven- 
son on the basis of early returns in 
Alaska's first Presidential primary in 
history. 

BUT PRESIDENT Eisenhower ap- 
peared the big winner in the two eastern 
states and Alaska. In Massachusetts, his 
vote total in the GOP primary out- 
distanced the combined Democratic votes 
for McCormack and Stevenson. He piled 
up a big margin over Stevenson in Penn- 
sylvania and topped a field of four can- 
didates in Alaska. 

None of the primaries is binding on 
delegates to either party convention. 
The Alaska race was the first out-and-out 
test of strength between Stevenson and 
Kefauver since Kefauver's stunning up- 
set victory over the Illinoisan in Min- 
nesota. 

KEFAUVER was not officially entered 
In the Massachusetts and Pennsylvania 
primaries; but Stevenson's campaign 
manager nevertheless claimed a victory 
over the Tennesseean in both states. 

The breakdown by primaries: 
Massachusetts — McCormack, veteran 
leader of the House, rolled up an almost 
2-to-l majority over Stevenson in the 
bay state's write-in primary. 

RETURNS today showed the President 
with 43,890 votes, McCormack with 26,- 
352, Stevenson with 17,256, and Kefauver 
with 4,106. 

Pennsylvania — The President, helped 
by brisk GOP fights on the state level, 
piled up a 5-3 margin over Stevenson. 

Returns early today showed the Presi- 
dent with 709,922 votes, Sen. William 
F. Knowland (R-Calif.) with 34.793, 
Stevenson with 477,481, Kefauver with 
24,816, and Gov. Averell Harriman of 
New York with 591. , 
Alaska — Stevenson rolled up a fast lea ™ 
over Kefauver with only a few of the 
territory's divisions reporting. Mr. Eisen- 
hower, facing token Knowland opposi- 
tion, also gathered a fast-mounting total. 

EARLY RETURNS gave Stevenson 680 
votes, Kefauver 483, Mr. Elsenhower 119, 
and Knowland 47.

LONDON, <U.R)— Diplomats said 
they had never seen anything like 
It. Neither had the staid Clarldges 
hotel, the regal resting place of 
visiting TOyalty. 

Vodka and wine hottles craBhed 
to the floor. Platters of caviar and 
smoked salmon were trampled 
underfoot. Champagne and smoked 
oysters ruined women's gowns. 

Some women were pinned 
against the walls, others Jumped 
on tabels and chairs to escape the 
crush. One woman fainted and 
had to be carried out. 
, It was the Soviet Embassy re- 
ception last night for Nlkita 
Khrushchev and Nikolai Bulj?anin 
and it developed into a vodka, 
champagne and caviar scrimmage 
with 1,500 persons jammed into 
Clarldges ballroom. 

A perspiring official of the for- 
eign office said "Anglo-Soviet re- 
lations never had been quite so 
close as this." 

The bald head of Dr. Hewlett 
Johnson, the "Red Dean" of Can- 
terbury, could be seen above the 
pushing and shoving crowd as he 
joined in singing "for he's a jolly 
good fellow" to tbe visiting Rus- 
slann. 

Burly Soviet bodyguards and 
men from Scotland yard shoved 
back ambassadors and ministers 
and members of Parliament and 
their wives. Occasionally they 
formed a flying wedge to give the 
Russians breathing space. 

Bulganin and Khrushchev were 
jammed against a wall, their faces 
gleaming with sweat. Khrushchev

grinned and chattered to tbe crowd 
around him. Bulganin looked be- 
wildered and very tired. 

The gold and white grand ball- 
room and its anterooms covering 
an area the size of a football re- 
sembled just that — a football field. 

At one point Khrushchev sur- 
veyed the throng pushing in on 
him and cried out, "We have fallen 
Into a storm and we have lost our 
vodka." 

A few moments later he spotted 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden 
wearing a red geranium in his 
lapel and asked "what's that?" 

Eden told him it was for a col- 
lection to aid the blind and 
Khrushchev said, "Oh, we have 
those too. We call them 'daisy 
days'." 

Inside the sedate ballroom it 
looked like bargain day at Macy's 
basement. Outside it looked like 
a world premiere. Lines of per- 
sons ten deep stretched for a 
block. 

Security precautions went out 
the window. The Russian body 
guards were swamped. At one 
point British foreign minister 
Selwyn Lloyd and H. B. Kerby, 
a RusBian-speaking parliament 
member, came to the rescue. 

They ran interference for Bul- 
ganin and Khrushchev the full 
length of the ballroom where 
Khrushchev spotted actor Charlie 
Chaplin and invited him to Russia.

France Gets War Threat 

CAIRO, EGYPT — Algerian na- 
tionalists threatened today to car- 
ry their North African warfare in- 
to "France Itself." 

The statement came from Al- 
gerian nationalist leader Perhat 
Abbas who said he was propos- 
ing negotiations between France 
and the "Algerian liberation front" 
aimed at winning Independence for 
Algeria. 

If France refuses, he said, "all 
North African liberation forces 
will intensify the war and carry it 
Into France itself." 

Abbas is a former member of 
the Algerian assembly. He came 
to Cairo last week with three other 
Nationalist representatives seeking 
Arab support for the Algerian 
Moslem's fight against France. 

WASHINGTON — The Democrat- 
ic-Republican farm fight narrowed 
in Congress today to a struggle 
over President Elsenhower's plan 
to pay farmers this year for next 
year's cutback In crops. 

In the House both sides pushed 
rival soil bank bills that differed 
mainly on this point. 

In the Senate, where members 
awaited the outcome of the House 
contest, an appropriations sub- 
committee called agriculture sec- 
retary Ezra T. Benson for probable 
questioning on the issue, 
publican pre-payment plan was a 
GOP effort to buy farmers' votes In 
the coming election. Republicans 
countered that Democratic delay 
In enacting the President's soil 
bank left no choice.

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Kansas State College, Manhattan, Kansas, Thursday, April 26, 1956 
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Luce Get Nod as 




An upset in voting last night 
gave Senator Estes Kefauver 
from Tennessee the necessary 625 
votes on the seventh ballot to be- 
come the Bovinian party's can- 
didate for United States president. 

Clare Booth Luce won the nom- 
ination lor vice president on the 
first ballot with 649 votes. She 
needed only 619 votes to win. 
Kefauver, a dark horse can- 
ilirirtte, polled only two states 
and a territory on the first bal- 
lot. 

* New York proved to be the de- 
ciding factor in the convention. 
■^Giving their votes to Kefauver 
Assured him of the necessary 625 
votes. 

A poll of New York delegates 
was called for and taken. The 
two-thirds necessary for voting 
were present, and a majority fav- 
ored Kefauver. 

The Midwestern bloc, composed 
of Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa, 
also swung to Kefauver. * 

On the seventh ballot, Kefauver 
won with 625 votes, the exact 
number needed. Johnson had 450 
votes, and Eisenhower trailed 
along with 172. 

As announcement of the win- 
ner was made, the Texas state 
delegation chairman said, "Ke- 
fauver went In bat we'll stick 
by Johnson, all the way." This 
indicated their desire to Ret a 
vice presidential candidate. 
The Wisconsin chairman said, 
"We'll follow Ike throughout." 

West Virginia refused to back 
Clare Booth Luce for vice presi- 



dent and walked out of the con- 
vention. 

The upset came when Wyom- 
ing, Maine, and Connecticut 
switched their votes to Kefauver 
after they were assured that New 
York had done so. From then on 
Kefauver was favored. 

Johnson, from Texas, was sup- 
ported by the Solid South and 
New Mexico, Ohio, the District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands. " 

'Eisenhower supporters in- 
cluded California, Colorado, 
and Kansas, New York, Maine, 
Connecticut, and Wyoming had 
supported Eisenhower since the 
second ballot but made the de- 
ciding switch to Kefauver on 
the seventh ballot. 
Vice presidential nominations 
were made and voted upon in less 
than an hour. Mrs. Luce won with 
649 votes, 30 more than needed. 

Other vice presidential candid- 
ates were Johnson, who received 
428 votes; Nixon, 112; Dewey, 
32; Truman, 14; and Symington, 
0. 

Excited politicians demon- 
strated in the aisles of the con- 
vention hall upon hearing the 
results of the vice-presidential 
balloting, but demonstrations 
were much milder than they 
had been earlier in the even- 
ing. 

Dan Farrell. PrL Jr, coordina- 
tor of the convention, presented 
gavels to Tom Bowman, perman- 
ent chairman, and Mel Baugh- 
man, temporary chairman In ap- 



preciation for their work. The 
gavels resembled those given to 
the keynote speakers, Chester 
Merrow and David Bunn. 

The largest crowd of specta- 
tors sat In on final convention 
proceedings last night. More 
order prevailed as delegates 
seemed eager to cast the final 
ballot on presidential candidate. 
The first ballot cast Tuesday 
night showed 11 nominees in the 
race. Johnson led with 417 votes, 
followed by Luce, 198; Eisen- 
hower, 186; StevenBon, 182; 
Leader, 84; Dewey, 76; Morse, 
70; Williams, 58; Kefauver, 46; 
Case, 38; and Symington. 32. 
Case dropped out on the 
third ballot, and the race show- 
ed Kefauver ahead with 51« 
votes. Elsenhower had 430, and 
Johnson trailed with 404. 
Johnson led on the fifth ballot 
with 447. Kefauver polled 438, 
and Eisenhower, 356. 

The sixth ballot showed John- 
son still ahead with 486. Ke- 
fauver had 438 votes, and Elsen- 
hower had 356. 

On the seventh ballot .enough 
changing of votes was done to 
assure the Kefauver faction of 
a victory. Kefauver backers 
then supported Mrs. Luce for 
vice president, 
Wednesday's session opened 
with demonstrations by support- 
ers of the three candidates. The 
Kefauver group had the largest 
demonstration, stretching single 
file around the balcony of the 
convention hall.

The fall 1956 Collegian, edited by Gary Swanson, was one 
of nine college dailies picked by Associated Collegiate 
Press as all-American college newspapers. 

Swanson was a big smile with feet when he heard the news that 
the Collegian scored 1,765 of a possible 1,800 points. 

"Since early last summer, our goal for the fall Collegian was to 
put out an all-American. To put It mildly, we are glad we made It." 
Swanson said. 

"All the credit goes to a hardworking staff headed by Darrel 
Miller, the composing and press rooms, K-State students, and several 
long-suffering wives. Back of everything is the high quality Instruc- 
tion we get in the department," he said. 

ACP Judge O. D. Hiebert complimented the Collegian on rapid 
Improvement. 

"I think that the Collegian has Bhown up a lot better than it did 
last year — your coverage is better, photos more descriptive, and 
writing more readable." Hiebert said. 

The last All-American Collegian was the spring semester Issue ot 
1951-52. Phil M#yer was* editor then. 

The Collegian got bonus points above a perfect 
rating for creativeness In human Interest features, 
for headline writing, and for photography. 

"Bouqirets for an outstanding variety of Btudent 
life features. . . I thought, in this connection, that 
the Christmas shopping edition was excellent," 
Hiebert said. 

"You had some headline writers with a spark 
of humor, and cleverness as their goat," he said. 
"You did a superior job of using pictures In feature, 
series, such as pages 8 and 9 of tlie Christmas shopping edition. 
Those were good action photos," he said. 

Hiebert also complimented the Collegian on "good, crisp, clear 
writing — brief enough to fif.lhe tabloid size. He also complimented 
the paper on its makeup and good use of white space. 

President McCain congratulated last fall's Btaff. "I offer the entire 
staff my heartiest congratulations— I'm sure this recognition was 
richly deserved. It seems to me that the Collegian deserves special 
credit for ite thoughtful effort to stimulate Btudent interest In pub- 
lic affairs and for its various 'crusades' undertaken to improve our 
College community."

Returns to Alumni Position 
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Corner-shot artist, Ernie Barrett

Ernie Barrett, a 6-3 corner-shot 
artist who brought fame and for- 
tune to K-State in 1951 with his 
Inspiring brand of basketball, is 
back on the campus following a 
season of professional basketball 
with the BoBton Celtics. 

Barrett has resumed his duties 
as assistant alumni secretary and 
1b also working towards a master's 
degree in radio and journalism. 
Since graduation, Barrett lias 
txN'ii in the air Tore© where he 
played 123 game**, his team los- 
ing only 11. Since III* discharge , 
he Iihm played two seasons with 
the Celtics. 

This year, the Celtics won 2d 
place In the eastern division of 
the National Basketball associa- 
tion. 

"I've grown up with basketball," 
Ernie said. "In fact I started play- 
ing in the 4th grade at Welling- 
ton." His father had wanted him 
to play baseball but Ernie stuck 
with basketball because it was his 
favorite snort. 

While in high school at Welling- 
ton, Barrett lettered three years in 
basketball and earned ail-state 
honors in his senior year by lead- 
ing his team to the 1947 state high 
school tourney championship.' 

After high school Ernie almost 
decided to go to Oklahoma A&M 
but former K-State coach, 'Jack 
1 . 



Gardner, and Tex Winter, then 
assistant coach, convinced him he 
should keep his ball playing abi- 
lities in his home state. 

During his three years on the 
K-State varsity, Ernie scored 675 
points. In his senior year he cap- 
tained the 1951 Wildcats to a Big 
Seven championship. 

Barrett's ability to pull a ball 
game out of the fire with one 
of his "corner specials" made 
blm a constant threat on any 
floor 



In the "51 K-State-KU battle 
at Lawrence, Ernie hit a field goal 
with 20 seconds to go, putting the 



Wildcats ahead by one point. Hoot 
Gibson then widened the victory 
margin by*adding two iast-Becond 
free- throws. 

Barrett was an aI|-Blg Seven 
guard choice in 1951 and was 
nominated for all-American hon- 
ors. He played in /the East- West 
game and was voted outstanding 
player In the Chicago Herald- 
American benefit game between 
the College All-Stars and tbe pro- 
fessional champions when he 
scored 17 points. 

Ernie played 14 exhibition 
games with the College All-Stars 
that summer In the annual tour 
against tbe Harlem Globe Trotters. 

During the part season, Bar- 
rett has played In 101 games 
With the Celtics, Including 70 
league games and 22 exhibition*!. 

"I think Tex Winter and Howie 
Shannon did a wonderful job with 
the team this year," Ernie said. 
"Their team spirit was exempli- 
fied by their willingness to work 
together. They also have some 
outstanding freshmen coming up." 

Ernie recalls an embarrassing 
experience that occurred when the 
Celtics played the Philadelphia 
Warriors. "The game was nearly 
over and I tried to score two more 
I joints," he said. 

"Being In » hurry, I overshot 
the basket. The ball landed In 
the balcony and one of the spec- 
tators grabbed it and ran out 
of the door." 

Ernie's wife is the former Bon- 
nie Frommer, also an ex-Kansas 
Staterr They have two sons, Du- 
ane, 3, and Brad, 8 months.

Montgomery Police Demand 
City Buses Enforce Jim Crow 
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Compiled from l'nit«'<1 I'resi*

MOXTCXttlERY, ALA. <U.R> — 
City officials demanded - today 
that the National City buslines 
enforce the local Jim Crow law 
or face court action that might 
affect desegregation moves across 
the South. 

Mayor W. A. Gayle and police 
commissioner Clyde Sellers, both 
members of the segregationist 
white citizens council, called in 
"bus company officials this morn- 
ing to lay down an ultimatum. 
(»ayl>, who already had ord- 
ered nrrextK <»r any actual vio- 
lators of the wuregatlon law, 
Kaid the Oiicaj(o firm must re- 
nt on- Its "color boards" separ- 
utfnR Negroes from whites or 
lose ItN franchise." 
B. W. Franklin, national vice- 
president, gave advance notice 
that his firm considers local Jim 
Crow outlawed by the Supreme 
court In nine segregated cities in 
which it operates transit lines. 

The Negroes claimed the Su- 
preme court gave them a victory 
In their demand for first-come, 
first-served seating but continued 
the boycott in an attempt to get 
Negro drivers for some bus routes, 
A test of the effect of the Su- 
preme court ruling outside of 
South Carolina, the only state di- 
rectly Involved, would affect the 
desegragatlon steps of National 
and other lines tn at least 23 
southern cities.

A tip from Ted Williams has 
Mickey Mantle finally living up to 
his buildup today. 

Mickey knocked the cover off 
the ball an advertised — when lie 
hit It. He powered a .vw-fool 
home run at Washington in 1 1*5:1 
which was one of the classic 
belts of all time. But Mickey 
simply didn't connect with the 
expected frequency. 
Chronologically, since he burst 
on the major league scene after a

"Hitting at pitches Inside 
the strike seone was the answer." 

He showed the old power with 
his two home runs at Washington 
In the season's Inaugural. But 
more Important to the Yankees is 
the fact that he's making the 
pitchers come "In there" before 
he bites.

A throng of Negroes attending 
a mass meeting last night thun- 
dered approval of a resolution to 
continue the boycott until their 
status is "clarified." Their speak- 
ers Indicated they meant — deseg- 
regation. 

"We will never go back to Jim 
Crow buses,' "the Rev. B. D, Lam- 
bert said. He got a loud ovation. 

This represented a big change in 
their original demand at the start 
of the boycott for merely improved 
seating under existing segregation 
laws so Negroes would not have 
to stand while seats are still 
vacant.

First BA Degrees 
Set for May, 1957 

tK-State will confer a bachelor of arts degree to qualified 
niors beginning in May, 1957, President McCain said to- 
day. The new degree was authorized Friday by the Board 
of Regents. 

The BA degree will not require the addition of new 
courses or major fields of study at K-State, but will permit 
the including of more general education in' the technical 
and professional fields, President McCain said. 

The BA will be given primarily in the School of Arts and 
Sciences where educators believe this degree is more ap- 
plicable than the BS. It will also afford a good fundamental 
education for persons intending to take graduate work, the 
President said. 

In some cases the BS and BA will both be offered in a 
particular field. 

"The industries that employ our graduates Increasingly 
urge that students be given stronger preparation in the 
liberal arts along with their technical and professional 
studies," McCain said. 

The new BA is intended by school officials to allow more 
flexibility in the education system at K-State and to create 
t realistic balance between course requirements in the tech- 
^ ^ical fields and the liberal arts field. 

Students majoring in physics, chemistry, and mathema- 
tics will benefit especially from the BA degree, since many 
of them are encouraged to take graduate work to qualify 
for attractive jobs in their fields, McCain said.

Showdown Expected 
For 'No-Nixon' Men

WA SHINGTON — It looks like an early 
and quiet Bhow-down is coming with the 
last remaining Ike-men who don't want 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon on this 
year's Republican ticket. 

Two major figures in the Cltizens-for- 
Eisenhower committee already are .on 
record with a proposal to change the or- 
ganization's name to Cltlzens-for-Elsen- 
hower-and-Nlxon. They are Peter H. 
Clayton, secretary and counsel for the 
committee, and James Murphy, 1952 na- 
tional chairman of Cltizens-for-Eisen- 
hower. 

MURPHY NOW is chairman of the 
Northern California committee. Both 
have telegraphed Nixon congratulations 
on his decision to seek re-nomination. 
Murphy and Clayton are Important men 
in the committee, but they do not con- 
trol it. Gen. Lucius D. Clay and some 
others still are to be heard from. 

The General was among a considerable 
group of the President's friends, Influ- 
ential men but mostly political amateurs, 
who wanted to dump Nixon. Most of the 
steam leaked from the dump-Nixon move- 
ment some weeks ago. Since Mr. Eisen- 
hower welcomed Nixon as a running mate 
last week the boiler has gone all but 
dead. Some kind or policy announcement 
from Citizens-for-Efsenhower head- 
quarters now seems likely. 

THERE'S AX old political saying: You 
can't beat somebody with nobody. 

That's what the dump-Nixon people 
were trying to do.

Bachelor of Arts Degree 
Maintains Education Pace 



K -STATE'S education process has been 
improved and simplified In the last week. 
The College now includes the Bachelor of 
Arts degree among the degrees offered to 
hopefuls. 

This academic addition is more impor- 
tant to students than first appears on the 
surface. It means that K-State is keep- 
ing its education program in pace with 
the Increasing demands for graduates in 
the liberal arts fields. It means that ad- 
ministration Is thinking and planning for 
the future of K-State and its graduates. 

The liberal arts degree is especially 
valuable to those who see far enough into 
their own future to want a graduate de- 
gree. The BA will provide a well-rounded 
liberal education to form the basis for 
the technical graduate work required for 
advanced degrees. 

FOR A STUDENT who doesn't quite 
know what his future holds, a BA In his- 
tory, Social Science, or maybe English 
would be a good place to start collecting 
academic credit while shopping for what 
is loosely called "his life's work." If he 
does decide to change his major, it can 
be done with Httle^fuss and a minimum 
of lost hours. 



The new degree also clears up the in- 
congruity of offering a BS degree in a 
school where a BA is the logical degree. 
The BA is considered more acceptable 
In Humanities or Soeial Sciences. 

Probably the most important step, Is 
the fact that offering the BA shows de- 
finite concern for the individual Btudent 
and for the education that he pays for at 
K-State. The new BA will allow better 
"tailoring" of a curriculum to fit the 
needs of the student and the career he 
has decided to follow. Better trained 
graduates; graduates that have con- 
fidence in themselves and the degree 
they have earned, are more likely to 
carry a good impression of K-State and 
its educational facilities Into the business 
and industrial fields they enter. 

NO ONE CAN deny that the BA is an- 
other ornament added to K-State's rec- 
ord. This kind of leadership in thfr field 
of education assures the studenCand 
alum that the administration is already 
looking for some other- part of the edu- 
cational systtem that can be Improved or 
revised with better education for more 
people as its ultimate end.

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Powell Pins Javelin Mark; 
O'Connor Gets Hurdles Win

K-State's Joe Powell set the lone collegiate In- 
dividual record at the Colorado Relays Saturday, 
• and Gene O'Connor streaked to his fourth hurdles 
crown Friday as the Wildcats grabbed national 
recognition for their feats. 

Powell threw the javelin 212 feet, 11 Inches at 
Boulder to wipe out the record set last* year by 
Utah's Gary Loosli at 205 feet, 6 inches. Wildcat 
weightman Ralph Willard took fourth, 

O'Connor ran the 440-yard hurdles In 53 sec- 
onds at Des Moines to add the Drake Relays crown 
to his firsts at the Texas, Kansas, and Southwest 
Louisiana relays. Ray Russell, another Wildcat; 
took third. 

The Wildcat cindermen placed second in the 480- 
yard shuttle hurdle relays at Des Moines. O'Connor, 
the anchor man. ran a 14.2 final carry and nearly 
wiped out a five-yard lead by Missouri as he finished 
a foot behind the Bengals. 

The rest of K-State'a scoring was in. the Colorado 
ffe Relays where Martin Chiles, 100-yard dashman, 
'" tied Colorado's Chace for second place. 

The Wildcats finished third in the Medley relay 



and the 8 S 0-yard relay. Henry Renollet, Hubert 
Guest, Clen. Taplin, and Jessee Unruh ran In the 
medley. Chiles, Jerry Sartorius, Bobby Jones, and 
Dolan McDaniel ran in the 880. 

K-State placed fourth in the 440-yard relay with 
the same team that placed in the 880 relay. 

Thane Baker, a former K-Stater and Olympic 
competitor, turned in an outstanding performance 
in the three events he entered at the Colorado 
Relays. ^ 

Baker, running for Lockbourne Air Force Base, 
anchored the team's record-breaking 880 relay 
team, won the 100-yard dash, and anchored the 
winning 440-yard relay team. 

The air force team set a mark of 1:26.7 In the 
• SSQ te erase th.e 1:27.4, which K-State Bet a year 
ago. 

Baker won the 100 in 9.8, winning by four yards. 

The Lockbourne 440 team tied the oldest college 
relay record in the books when ttiey ran the quarter 
in 42.0. 

The Wildcats host Nebraska In a dual meet for 
their next outing, May 8.

TOR (U.R) — Israeli foreign office 
spokesmen expressed grave 
doubts today about Egypt's sin- 
cerity In seeking a peaceful solu- 
tion to the Middle East crisis.

Hammarskjold was flying here 



later today for talks with Pre- 
mier David Ben-Gurion and for- 
eign minister Moshe Sharett. He 
was in Cairo this morning for fur- 
ther talks with Egyptian officials. 

Isr&ei already had cabled to 
Hammarskjold In Cairo, drawing 
his attention to what it called the 
"murderous Egyptian violations 
of the cease-fire" — the killing of 
an Israeli soldier and a settler in 
two separate incidents.

A raid on the Arts and Sci- 
ences School's Saturday night pok- 
er club last night exposed one of 
the most vicious gambling rings 
in the history of the College, ac- 
cording to Case Bonebrake, mili- 
tant leader of the campus cops 
who pulled the raid. 

.Jailed in the ROTC guardhouse 
after the raid were John C. Weav- 
er, dean of the school, and assist- 
ant deans Orval Ebberts, Paul 
.Young, and Ray Rose. 

Weaver, known to his associates 
as the "Man With the Golden 
Arm" was quite violent and had 
to be subdued by the rumpus cop* 
after the raid. Weaver was hold- 
ing four aces when the raid oc- 
eured. 

A pistol-wielding campus pa- 
trolman, Roger Ward, commented 
that he thought there was some- 
thing wrong when he discovered 



that three of the four aces were 
spades. 

Bonebrake said that the raid 
came as a result at complaints 
from Nellie Aberle and John Rob- 
son who claimed they had been 
fleeced by crooked cards. 

In the complaints Aberle and 
Robson alleged that Weaver's 
gang had copped almost 85 per 
cent of the pay checks of the 
schoofs faculty. 

They further alleged that the 
remaining 1*5 per rent had been 
taken by Fritz Moore in an ex- 
tortion racket in connection 
with the modern language de- 
partment's foreign movies.

The Union will be turned into a meeting hall for Party meetings 
and demonstrations, Tim Art, lounge will be redesigned nnd serve 
as the People's Pub. t offee prices will lie turned hack to the five- 
cent standard. 

Enormous signs proclaiming "Reorganization and Equality" have 
been ordered from It & R and will hang from prominent places on j 
campus to Inspire members of the student People's Party. 

"We didn't think we were ready to move yet," Haynes said. "But 
after our show of strength at the Mock Political Convention, we de- 
cided that now was the time to bring freedom to the citizens of the 
College Cominform. 1 ' 

Comrade Haynes is a powerful and emotional public speaker. He 
bits things and people near him to lend an air or hysteria to bis 
speeches. *I owe It all to our cell publicity man, Chuckle Goeta* 
Inger," Big Brother said with a smirk. . 

Comrade Haynes promised further Improvements on campus as 
the .Party gets settled iu Its new offices and begins to function 
properly. 

"We'll pipe gin to, a It the fountains! We'll reinstall the tradition of 
beer busts at Top O' the World! No closing hours! No finals! No 
classes!" he said twirling his mustache. 

Comrade Haynes will Be released from (he mental ward of 
Student Health hospital late this week. He expect* to be fully 
capable of handling the responsibilities or the enormous job he 
lias taken on.

KU's athletic program is subject to close 
inspection during the probation period, 
and that any malpractice during this 
period would seriously jeopardize KU's 
membership in NCAA. 

The Kansas violation occurred in bas- 
ketball. 

IT WAS a year ago this month that 
K-State was removed from the NCAA's 
probationary list after spending a year in 
the hot Beat. At the time K-State was 
placed on probation, the NCAA com- 
mended officials for their aggressiveness 
and positive action in correcting the mal- 
practices which led to the suspension. 

The main K-State criticism when the 
penalty was handed out was that prior 
to 1952 certain Wildcat club funds had 
been mishandled. 

Oklahoma, the Big Seven football king, 
is currently entering their second year of 
probation which began at the same time 
K-State was taken off the list. 

OU WAS ACCUSED of offering pros- 
pective student-athletes "cost free educa- 
tion" after their eligibility had expired, 
of paying medical expenses of wives and 
children of athletes, and of paying other 
fringe benefits. 

The NCAA said it had evidence that a 
Kansas staff member provided transpor- 
tation for a prospective Btudent athlete 
to visit, in "at least one instance." It 
said it also found that a friend of Kansas 
offered a prospective student athlete aid 
in violation of NCAA and Missouri Val- 
ley conference rules. 

The latter offer was made with the 
knowledge of a staff member of the 
school, or under circumstances of which 
the staff member should have had 
knowledge, the NCAA said. 

THE NCAA coujjcil has promised to re- 
view the athletic policies and practices at 
KU prior to the end of their probation 
period. 

Two other schools, Texas A&M and 
Mississippi college were also placed on 
probation by the NCAA. 

Arthur (Dutch) Lonborg, KU athletics 
director, has admitted that one of the 
NCAA's charges is true hut has denied 
the other one. 

Lonborg said that Kent Bryan, Kansas 
City high school graduate, was given a 
ride to Lawrence to take a KU entrance 
exam by Dr. Forrest C. tPhog) Allen, 

IX>NBORG DENIED that any member 
of the Kansas staff knew about an offer 
of financial aid to Bryan. 
— Dr. Franklin D. Murphy, chancellor of 
the University, said: "The University of 
Kansas has been aware of the fact that for 
the past year the NCAA has been investi- 
gating analleged violation of the rules by 
the head basketball coach, stated to have 
occurred in the summer of 1954. 

"The first charge, that of transporting 
a prospective student to this campus, was 
freely admitted by the University. 

"The second alleged violation involved 
the assertion that a friend of the student 
offered financial aid to him in violation 
of the rules and with the knowledge of 
the head basketball coach or under cir- 
cumstances of which he snould have been 
aware. This the coach has denied. 

PHOO WASN'T too upset over the 
transportation charges but dented the 
second charge. 

"That I deny vehemently," he said. 
"After 39 years, I'm not getting tainted 
now. Frankly, we weren't that interested 
in the boy, and I was the first to call his 
mother in Kansas City and tell her he had 
failed the exam and was not eligible for 
financial aid." 

At any rate, K-Staters can still expect 
to see Wilt the Stilt gracing the basket- 
ball floor this winter. The NCAA proba- 
tion will not affect regularly scheduled 
KU contests or post-season games in any 
sport.

The Wildcat tennis team will put its 5-2-1 mark on the 
line against a "not too impressive" Cornhusker net record. 

"If we play good tennis Friday K-State will have more 
than a good chance to win the match," Coach Karl Finney 
said. 

"However/' he said, "some days the boys will be playing 
over their heads and other days their game will be off. "If 
Nebraska comes down here and plays over their heads then 
we'll have a tough time winning it." 

K-State and Nebraska have both played Wichita U, the 
Cats winning by a 7-0 margin and the Cornhuskers taking 
a 5-2 decision from Wichita, 

Finney will send Bob Hansen, Dick Circle, John Deam, 
Kek£*Andler, and Don Wainscott against a probable Ne- 
braska lineup which includes lettermen Al Ford, John Mor- 
an, and Tom Stitt.

Summer Art 
Courses Set 
For Kansas 

A summer art program 1b 
plannetTWith a Beries otart courses 
sponsored by the department of 
Continuing Education in conjunc- 
tion with the Allied ArtB Depart- 
ment and a part of the Kansas Art 
Program, said Prof. Roman J. Ver- 
haalen. of the department of adult 
education, extension division. 

Tentative plans for the summer 
courses to be offered Include six 
Kansas towns besides Manhattan. 
Courses will be offered In Abilene, 
Great Bend, Lamed, Hoisingtoti, 
Clay Center, Junction City, and 
Washington. 

The purpose of the programs is 
to take out into the field courses 
that can be used by people Inter- 
ested in completing college work 
and for those wanting to learn the 
fundamentals and appreciation of 
art, Verbaalen said. 

Others of the programs offered 
throughout the year Include the 
August program to off campus 
persons for college credit; the fall 
semester evening college course 
program; first term spring se- 
mester program beginning Feb. 1; 
the second term spring semester 
program beginning April 10; and 
the first experimental pre-summer 
session for teachers in 8 months 
schoolB beginning April 30. 

Approximately 1,400 to 1,500 
have enrolled in Extension courses 
this year between July 1, 1955 
and June 30 1956, he said. Of 
these, about 20% enrolled in art 
courses. 

The art courses are Identically 
the same courses offered on cam- 
pus with the only difference being 
that tbey are more concentrated. 
Because these courses are designed 
to fit the needs of full-time work- 
ing men in nearby communities, 
it is often necessary to hold classes 
once a week for three hours over a 
15 to 17 week period. The amount 
of contact minutes in Extension 
classes are the same as 
classes. 

Generally, only 25% of credit 
toward a B.S. degree can be taken 
on Extension credit basis, he said.

Marine Death March

of the House armed services com- 
mittee made it clear today the 
Marine CorpB still iBn*t off the 
hook on the Parrls island, S.C., 
"death march." 

Although they generally praised 
Gen. Randolph McCall Pate for 
frankly laying bare details of the 
tragedy, committee members said 
the matter was still "wide open" 
— particularly regarding Immedi- 
ate superior officers concerned. 

Pate, Marine Corps command- 
ant, told the committee yesterday 
that S/Sgt Matthew C. McKeon 
was drinking before he illegally 
ordered his platoon on the march. 
The 31-year-old Worcester, MasB. 
junior drill instructor led his men 
into the tidal Bwamps where six 
recruits drowned in darkness and 
panic. 

Pate recommended that McKeon 
be court martlaled on four charges 
including manslaughter and "op- 
pression" of recruits. Navy sec- 
retary Charles 8. Thomas endorsed 
the court martial. 

Pate also removed MaJ. Gen. J. 
C. Burger as commanding general 
of Parrls island and transferred 
several other officers. Burger will 
swap Jobs with Maj. Gen. Homer 
L. Lltzenberg, commander of Camp 
Lejeune, N.C.

Russia Has More Intercontinental Jets 
Of Hydrogen Bomb Capacity than U.S.

WASHINGTON — Russia has more than 
100 intercontinental Jet bombers^ com- 
pared with America's 7 s and it produced 
them In much less time, authoritative 
military information showed today. 

A comparison of production progress 
was made possible when the Pentagon 
broke a strict rule and allowed Gen. 
Curtis E. Lemay to tell Senate investi- 
gators in public how many B-52 hydrogen 
bombers the Air Force has.* 

Under usual security procedures, mili- 
tary services do not reveal their exact 
numbers of planes of a given model. And 
regulations bar contractors from disclos- 
ing "production schedules ... or rates 
of delivery." * 

RUT 0TRAISGIC Air Commander Le- 
may yesterday gave the Senate armed 
services subcommittee on air power com- 
plete details on B-52. production and 
monthly delivery rates. The giant, 650- 
wtlle an hour bomber has become a focal 
' point in the controversy over relative 
Russian and American air strength. Rus- 
sia's Bison, of which more than 100 have 
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been built, is rated a comparable bomber. 

Lemay's testimony was cleared in ad- 
vance at the Defense department. A 

Pentagon spokesman could not say why 
full details were given publicly but cited 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson's 
comment this week on the air power in- 
quiry. Wilson said thatln providing data 
the Pentagon probably was "erring" more 
on the side of giving "aid and comfort to 
a possible enemy . . . than on the side of 
trying to Buppress Information." 

THK I, KM AY disclosures gave a pre- 
cise "fix" on the status of the B-52 at 
this moment. He said 47 are in the Air 
Force and 31 are undergoing a modifica- 
tion. He said 57 were produced up to last 
January 1. four more in January, six In 
February, six In March and five in April.

PAT1EXCE is one of the greatest 
virtues, and students enrolled in Typogra- 
phy laboratory are acquiring this virtue 
the hard way. Setting small pieces of 
metal in a correct way without upsetting 
several lines is a slow process for begin- 
ners. 

They can injagine well how Gutenberg, 
the father of printing, labored to print 
the first important book from movable 
types at Mainz, Germany, in 1454. 

Since that year, great changes are not 
too apparent. The types are different in 
precision and finish only, while the type 
"cases" and the composing "sticks" dif- 
fer only in small details. 

THE TYPOGRAPHY course begins by 



learning where all the small and large 
letters are located in the case. The case 
is a wooden tray, that is divided into 
compartments of various sizes; the larger 
one containing frequently used letters and 
th# smaller ones containing those less 
used. 

The firBt type case was used over 400 
years ago. When it was made there were 
only 24 letters in the alphabet. The J «nd 
U were added later. Consequently, the 
type cases of today have the J and U 
added at the end of the alphabetically 
placed capital letters. 

AFTER THE basic facts are learned, 
students set straight composition. They 
progress to writing and setting headlines. 

The layout of advertising is the next 



project and students copy ads and use 
creative ideas for ads of their own. The 
final project is the creative design of 
cover pages for books and magazines. 

The object of the course ie to provide 
a student enough knowledge to know 
what can and can't be done in marking 
copy, Instructor Byron Ellis, said. 

W E IX QUALIFIED for teaching this 
class, Ellis started setting type when he 
was 4 years old. 

He said, "I set type before I went to 
school. Father was manager of several 
college presses. He gave me the best 
typewritten copy there was to Bet." 

"When 1 started to school at eight 
years old, they put me in the third grade. 
I never could understand why spelling 



was taught in school. It seemed like a 
waste of time. Since I had worked with 
words bo long, I supposed everyone knew 
how to spell," he said. 

"WHENEVER I have trouble in spell- 
ing a word, my hands jnst go through the 
motions of Betting it from the case and 
it comes," Ellis explained. 

He was student instructor of printing 
at two colleges, foreman of the College 
Press at Union college in Nebraska, man- 
ager of Glendale Union press in Cali- 
fornia, and fcupertntendent of K-State's 
College presB. The only detour he has 
taken in his printing career was when 
he was in charge of journalism at Baylor 
< »)llege in Texas.

After horticulture and botany depart- 
ments moved to new buildings, the Col- 
lege photographer and church group 
offices occupied Illustrations. At various 
times Methodist, Presbyterian, Episco- 
palian, Christian, and Baptist youth 
groups had of f ices /there. 

IX 1043, pre-radar courses for Signal 
Corps trainees were taught in part of the 
building.

becomes so stiff with layers of paint that 
it ermcki and must be replaced," he added. 

Some of the remodeling is done by 
students in set production classes who 
"drop in and work for an hour or so," 
Hermes said. "But a large part of the* 
work is in the hands of paid assistants." 

A set producer must be an artist, car- 
penter, and architect all rolled into one. 
He must be able to mix just the right 
shade of paint or, if the occasion de- 
mands, be able to "cut a door or block 
up a window" in an old flat, Hermes 
said. 

"EVERY SHOW involves an entirely 
different kind of work," he continued, 
"And since the script never gives more 
than a rough description, moBt of the de- 
tails must be worked out by the* set/ 
producer." 

Furniture storage isn't much of a prob- 
lem in the scenery room since there is 
"so little to store," Hermes commented 
ruefully. An old high chest, a three- 
legged stool, a BideboHrd, an assortment 
of chairs, and several beds and mattresses 
make up the bulk of the College-owned 
play furnishings. Necessary pieces of 
furniture are usually borrowed for each 
play, Hermes said. 

OPENING OFF of the main scenery 
storase area are smaller rooms where 
properties and lighting equipment are 
stored. The property room literally con- 
tains almost everything from soup to nuts. 

Here, Genie beads, saved from the pro- 
duction "Aladdin," hang from the ceil- 
ing while a glass bird cage occupies a 
prominent spot on one of the shelves. 
Along one wall are stacks of boxes labeled 
"shoes, hats, blouses." Shelves of another 
cupboard are laden with crockery— every- 
thing from beer mugs to china cupa.

Dick finished the basketball 
season with a 7 point average, 
but netted most of his points 
when the Cats really needed 
them. 

In the current young baseball 
season he's pitched K-State to its 
only two conference wins. 

In the Oklahoma game Mon- 
day he pitched all but one out 
and won the game for himself 
when he doubled, went to third 
on a wild pitch, and scored the 
winning run -in the last of the 
13th on an <> vert li row. 

Earlier In the year he scattered 
four -hits and beat KU 2-1 at 
Lawrence. 

Prior to this season Dick's 
name hasn't been connected with 
K-State baseball. But that's not 
because he doesn't like the aport. 

"I never went out ior baseball 
here because spring basketball 
practice always started about the 
same time baseball did," Dick 
commented. "I like to play 
though, because it keeps me in 
shape the year round.'' 

While in high school at Win- 
field Dick lettered three years In 
baseball and was captain of the 
team his senior year. 

Although Dick's fume is as a 
basketball player, his main 
forte in high school was base- 
ball. He lettered three years 
in the diamond sport at Win- 
field and received two mono- 
grams for his basket ball ef- 
forts. 

Stone pitched for the Winfield 
American Legion team in 1951 
and played in the Kansas-Mis- 
souri Ail-Star game. 

Although Dick wasn't counted 
on for pitching help at the start 
of the season, he's served notice 
by way of his two wins that he's 
one of the better pitchers on the 
Wildcat roster. 

"My most effective pitches are 
the fast ball, curve, and change- 
up," Dick says. LaVerne Billing- 
er is usually on the receiving end 
of Stone's pitches. 

Dick is now in ROTC and plans 
on an air force hitch to start in 
September when he's scheduled to 
report to Lackland field, Texas.

"Russians date their time since 
1917, the date of the glorious 
revolution, not since the birth of 
Christ aB other countries do. and 
they have made a vast amount of 
progress since that year," said 
Herb Plambeck, featured speaker 
at the Agriculture seminar yes- 
terday. 

Plambeck waB one of a group 
of 12 American men who toured 
Russia at the time of Stalin's 
death. He gave a short talk and 
showed colored slides of his trip- 
Russian agriculture Is divided 
into three units: 

The collective farm, which is a 
large farm split into several plots. 
It Is run by the state, and people 
go there to work Just as they go 
to factories in America, They are 
paid according to the amount they 
produce over their quota, which is 
set by the state. 

The state farm, which Is a 
livestock breeding unit and a 
show place. 

The machine-tractor station, 
each of which provides tractors 
and machinery 1 for about ten 
collective farms. 
"Russians do not have the 
technical know-how about farm- 
ing that we have, but they are 
learning fast," Plambeck said, 

"As an example, we saw a sec- 
tion of 75 million acres which Is 
an area about the size of Kansas 
and Iowa put together, of virgin 
land In Siberia which had been 
plowed and planted to corn and 
spring wheat." 



"The corn. In my estimation, 
was an utter failure, and the 
wheat was very poor. This Is be- 
cause thay have only a 75-day 
growing season there, and the 
winter temperatures get as low as 
90 degrees below zero." 

"The Russians did not know 
they rou Id not farm so far 
north and so they brought lu 
25.000 tractors and other 
rhlnery, and moved 
of workers into the area to 
farm ft. The project was a fail- 
ure, but they have learned their 
lesson. 

Prices in Russia are extremely 
high. A man's suit would cost 
about |500 In American money 
there. A pound of lean pork 
costs about $4, and fat pork runs 
ever higher. Therefore, 70 per 
cent of the people's diet Is com- 
posed of potatoes and black 
bread. 

Russia puts tremendous em- 
phasis on education. Tbey are 
training thousands of scientists 
and engineers — many more than 
the United States is training. 

"I consider myself very lucky 
to be one of the few men who 
have had an Intimate look at life 
behind the Iron Curtain, but after 
36 days in a land where there Is 
no freedom of speech," press, re- 
ligion, or opportunity, and o» 
freedom from fear, I was happy 
to be back in a land of freedom 
such as our United States," Plam- 
beck said.

We're 
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To True Pre-Enrollment 

• 

IT miX BK a blessing for the Collegian when the present pre-advise- 
ment system is changed to pre-enrollment at the spring semester next 
year. 

The Collegian (and the students at K-State) have had no end of trou- 
ble keeping the present setup straight. Part of this is due to the fact that 
sometimes K-State administrators haven't had it straight. Proof of this 
could have been shown earlier in the year when, at the same time the 
Collegian was being chastized for calling it "pre-enrollment," some of- 
ficial files were doing the same thing. 

I'M»Ett THE present setup, the student works out a plan that he hopes 
will work at enrollment time. When actual pre-enrollment replaces pre- 
advisement next January, scheduling and card pulling in Nichols gym 
will be eliminated. 

In the meantime, pre-advisement (which technically means "before 
advisement") is being carried out to help students plan next fall's sched- 
due. Next fall, students will go to Nichols and try to get the cards fa, ,he 
classes they have selected. 

YJSNTKBUAY THE Collegian erred by telling students to go to their 
"dean's office" to be assigned to an adviser. That's not completely true. 

It's true that, in the schools of Home Economics and Agriculture, stu- 
dents should go to the dean's office for assignment to an adviser. In 
Home Ec, they should go to Assistant Dean Martha Kramer; in Ag, they 
should go to Assistant Dean Clyde Mullen. 

But, .in the schools of Engineering and Architecture and Arts and Sci- 
ences, students should go to their departmental offices. Pre-advisement 
is optional in Engineering and Architecture. 

THE SCHOOL OE Veterinary Medicine does not have pre-advisement. 

There's the situation as it has been explained to us. And we'll be darned 
glad when the setup is changed to pre-enrollment — for two reasons. 
First, we won't have to stand in line for class cards in Nichols gym ; sec- 
ond we won't have to explain pre-advisement any more. — Darrel Miller.

Same Business as Before Union Opened 

that they were doing as much business 
as before. Some reported more. All felt 
that a 15 to 20 per cent drop felt at the 
time of the Union opening had disap- 
peared, and that business was climbing 
steadily. None had any fear of being per- 
manently wiped out of business. 

MERCHANTS attributed their con- 
tinued success to being able to operate 
with less expense, and being able to give 
more personal service than the Union. 

Many of them sell 6-cent coffee, and a 
Tew sell milk for 5 cents. They say they 
are able to do this as they have only one 
manager to support, while the Union 
must support several. They know many 
of their customers by name, and some- 
tlems permit IOUs when a student is 
short of cash. 

The Canteen manager, Charles Ramey, 
said coke time has slowed down, hut that 
meals have increased. He now stays 
open an hour longer in the evening to 
accommodate more persons for the eve- 
ning meal. Breakfast has picked up 50 
per cent, he said. 

A DROP QN Sunday and at the eve- 
ning meal Is reported. Merchants felt 
this could be attributed in part to the 
picnic weather. Drugstores report only a 
slight drop In cokes and coffee. 

All of the merchants said the Union 
was a good thing, and said they were 
glad the students finally got It. 

Union Director Loren Kottner said he 
felt that cultural facilities provided by 
the Union have brought new business to 
Manhattan. He felt this would benefit 
the Aggieville merchants as well as the 
Union.

Any K-State or Kansas University student 
caught in an act of vandalism on the cam- 
pus of the rival school before the K-State- 
KU football or basketball games will be 
held personally responsible for all damages 
caused, if a proposed revision of the KU-K- 
State Peace Pact is passed by both Student 
Councils. - 

The student also may face possible sus- 
pension from school for one semester. 

Members of the KU student council met 
with old and new K-State Council members 
Friday night in the Student Union to dis- 
cuss and propose revisions of the Peace 
Pact. 

Gerry Day, former student body presi- 
dent, told representatives of the two 
schools that two problems of the Pact 
were enforcement and publicity. K-State 
students eaused more than $loo damage 
on the campus of KU last year. However, 
no K-State students were eaught In an act 
of vandalism and the Student CouneO 
paid the hill. 

Last year, administrations of both schools 
issued warnings to students that any stu- 
dent caught in an act of vandalism would be 
dismissed from school. Pat Wilkerson, stu- 
dent body president, said the Council should 
try to get back the responsibility for pun- 



ishment of acts of vandalism. 

The possibility of awarding the trophy to 
the school with the best sportsmanship 
rather than to the school winning the foot- 
ball game was discussed and dismissed as 
being ineffective. 

Representatives also discussed the possi- 
bility of a joint dance between the schools 
and possible elimination of on-field fights 
after each game. 

RepHwentatlves of both schools agreed 
that the Peace- Paet should lie continued, 
that a greater effort to apprehend offend- 
ing students should he made, and that 
final responsibility for damages should 
be placed upon the Councils of the two 
Kchools. 

Other proposed provisions of the Peace 
Pact include: punishment of students ap- 
prehended in acts of vandalism should be 
decided by a joint committee; the commit- 
tee would be composed of eight members, 
three members from each school's student 
council and one administrative official 
from each school; both student councils 
should take all action possible to reduce the 
publicity on the acts of offense; and official 
statements should not be given without the 
consent of both student councils. • 

Final approval of the Peace Pact's 
changes will be up to the student councils.

IT MAY COME to pass that the K-State- 
KU Peace Pact will become something 
other than a laughingstock,

for all damages caused, if the two stu- 
dent councils pass a proposed revision 
of the Peace Pact. The culprit also 
would face possible suspension from 
school for a semester. 

A HEAVY HAND to the wallet Is about' 
the best way there is to make people 
stop laughing. A Jab to the student's 
right to attend college puts quite a crimp 
In a college education. 

If the two student councils want to 
stop vandalism, they need only to put 
some teeth in the Peace Pact, then en- 
force the bite. No one gets shook about 
rules that aren't enforced. 

It would be unique if students Btarted 
shaking from fear of the Peace Pact, 
rather than shaking with laughter at it. 

THE AMATEUR ATHLETIC Union 
seems to think that it owns the word 
"Olympic." 

Commissioner C. T. Mills of the Frog

"As long as they promote phony 
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standards, encourage technical evasions, 
and make subterfuge the rule, they have 
no place in an Institution dedicated to 
truth regardless of the consequences." 

That writer had a pretty good case un- 
til he started advocating professionalism 
in college athletics, plus secession from 
the NCAA. 

Radical though I might be, I don't Bee 
how college athletics can do without the 
NCAA. But perhaps the NCAA should 
some of its policies.

K-State s Mock Political Convention Demonstrations Were Tame 
Compared to Riots; Fights, Shootings in Iran, Foreign Student Says 



(This 1« the ninth in a series of articles 
ahout foreign .students attending; K-State).

K-STATE MOCK convention demon- 
strations were tame compared to the riots, 
fights, and sometimes shootings that oc- 
curred during national political rallies 
among Iranian students a few years ago. 

"We used to have experiences similar 
to the K-State Mock convention all of 
the time in universities in my country. 
However, they were on a national scale 
and very serious," said Hekraat Hakl- 
mian, foreign student from Iran. 

"Sam," as he is called by his friends, 
said that national politics used to enter 
^ Into University life on a large scale In 
Iran. Students would form into political 
groups according to their beliefs and 
stage demonstrations. 

"AFTER A TIME soldiers were placed 
on guard to stop any Hots or shootings. 
They do not do that now, however," he 
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Sam said economic troubles and lack 
of Industry were the two main problems 
of Iran. He said that over 90 per cent 
of the people are poor farmers, accord- 
ing to U.S. standards. A seven year pro- 
gram which stresses economic recovery, 
education, and industrial improvement 
was started in 1951, he said. 

"Our program plus the United States 
Point-Four program is helping raise our 
standard of living," he said. 

MAM SAID THAT most of Iran's In- 
come comes, from her oil industry. Iran 
gets 50 per cent of the profit whereas 
before 1952 they didn't receive near 
that amount, he said. ; 

"Before 1952 our whole industry was 
operated by the British. We broke rela- 
tions with England in 1952 over the oil 
Issue. Now we are satisfied," he said. . 

He said that his country was run sim- 
ilar to the English system. King Moham- 
ad Keza Shah Pahlavt rules the land 
but Prime Minister Alah, former Ambas- 
sador to the United States, enacts the 
laws of the country. He said that the 
Prime Minister was similar to the United 
States' president. 

"WE ALSO HAVE a Congress made up 
of a Senate (30 members appointed by 



the King and 30 elected by the people), 
and a House (136 members elected by 
the people). Our government came into 
existence about 1925," he said. 

Sam said there was no real Commun- 
istic danger to Iran as far as he could 
see. He said Iran was part of NATO 
and that Russia had tried to take part 
of his country at the end of World War 
II. 

"At the end of the war all of the Allies 
moved out. Russia put some Communists 
in our government and said that the 
Southwestern part belonged to them. We 
took a complaint to the UN and they 
ruled Russia out. We had true Iranian 
people back into the government quickly," 
he said. 

"WE DON'T HAVE any segregation In 
my country so I am not qualified to 
judge conditions here in America. How- 
ever, I am not In favor of segregation.. 
It ruins the Illusion of America having 
a true Democracy and being the best 
country in the world," he said. 

Since the Negro fought and died for 
this country in the war they should be 
treated equal on every other means, he 
said. 

While on the subject of religion Sam 
said that the Moslem faith was not too 
different from Christian beliefs. 

"We may worship God In different 
ways and we do not believe Jesus Christ 
was the son of God but essentially the 
Moslem* faith dues not'differ greatly from 
yours," he said. 

"STUDENTS IN America should take 
college a little more seriously. All of 
the popular slang and fun-making is good 
for this society but on a world scale with 
the world tensions the way they are it 
doesn't fit," he said. 

A few students are not getting what 
they Bhould out of college but most are 
intelligent, friendly, and very helpful, he 



"I think students here should be a lit- 
tle more world conscious. In high school 
in my country we learn all about other

nations. During present times one should 
become world conscious," he said. 

SAM IS MAJORING in architecture and 

plans to stay a few years and get his 

degree. Then he would like to go back 

to his country and help wherever he is 
needed. 

"I like K-State very much. The students 
are nice and help me quite a bit in my 
studies. It is truly a great country that 
you have here," he concluded. 

Ike Wants Cabinet^ 
For NATO Forces 

PARIS, (U.R) — President Eisenhower has 
proposed that the NATO allies form a 
full-time Atlantic alliance cabinet in a 
historic step to co-ordinate Western pol- 
icy on key international issues, authori- 
tative sourceB said yesterday. 

The idea was suggested to the lo-na- 
tion NoTth Atlantic Treaty council meet- 
ing here by U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, the sources said. But It was 
still uncertain whether the NATO allies 
would go along with the plan. 

The international cabinet idea was dis- 
closed after the United States, Britain, 
and France agreed in a big three meet- 
ing here Sunday that the Israeli-Arab 
conflict must be settled within the United 
Nations Security Council, 

BUT THE WESTERN big three foreign 
ministers reached no agreement on a 
Middle East arms embargo. They also 
sidestepped any joint decision on whether 
France should send a* pending new ship- 
ment of 12 Mystere jets to Israel. 

Dulles took off for home after what hefr, 
called the "most important NATO meet- 
ing we ever attended." 

He said at the airport he was satisfied 
with the conference which wound up 
Saturday night with the naming of a 
three- man council of "wise-men" to draft 
a streamlined new western policy to meet 

changing Soviet tactics. ..v.j

WASHINGTON, (U.R)— Five stateB hold 
primaries today with national Interest 
centering on Indiana, where President 
Eisenhower and Sen. Estes Kefaaver were 
principals in a Presidential preference 
vote. 

Primaries also were being held in Ohio, 
West Virginia, Florida, and New Mexico. 

Mr. Elsenhower picked up 24 GOP na- 
tional convention votes and Kefauver 18 
Democratic convention votes as a result 
of yesterday's Maryland primary. They 
'stood to gain respectively 32 and 26 con- 
vention votes from today's Indiana ballot- 
ing. 

. MR. EISENHOWER faced only nom- 
inal opposition in Indiana's GOP primary 
while Kefauver was unopposed on the 
Democratic side. Hence, they were pitted 
In something of a popularity contest, al- 
though not a true one since voters could 
not cross party lines. 

Political observers watched normally- 
Republican Indiana for a comparison of 
the total GOP-Democratic votes cast. In-* 
diana had no Presidential preferencl. 
voting In 1952, but President Eisenhower 
carried the state in the 1952 Presidential 
election by a margin of 334,829 voteB. 

Democrats made notable gains in last 
year's municipal elections, however, and 
hoped farm discontent would help boost 
their total today.

KANSAS ATTORNEY General 
John Anderson's recent ruling that 
"Kansas State college has no au- 
thority to hire an architect" poses 
a question of who College architect 
.Vincent Cool is working for. 

For five years Cool has been em- 
ployed by the College as far as any- 
one knew. 

A recent article In the Topeka 
Daily Capital carried the story on 
the state's ruling. It mentioned 
that K-State had been Cool's em- 
ploying authority for some time 
but the state had decided this au- 
thority should rest with the State 
Architect. 

IT QCOTEI) State Architect 
Dwfght Brown as saying that Cool 
has been "working under our juris-' 
diction, but we are not his employ- 
ing authority." Cool has. always 
submitted his plans for Brown's 
approval. 

When contacted, Cool said that 
as far as he knew, "the College 
still has the right to hire and fire 
me." He added that either way, 
"the salary will still come from the 
same place in the long run." 

President McCain has been out 
of town and has not yet commented 
on the ruling. Cool seemed to think 
that McCain's opinion on the situ- 
ation could have a bearing on the 
outcome. 
ASKED WHY he thought the 



state should suddenly object to his 
not being under the state's juris- 
diction after five years, Cool re- 
plied, "no comment." 

Attorney General Anderson de- 
scribed the controversy over who 
was hiring Cool as "an interde- 
partmental scrap."

It is still not clear who will have 

the authority to hire and fire. 

Cool's statement indicates that he 

feels the College has that right. 

The state ruling says the College 
doesn't have the right. 

THE MATTER seems to be still 
pending, or at least if it Is settled, 
it isn't clear just what the outcome 
was. 

At any rate, Cool will go right 
on planning, either under state au- 
thority, or K-State authority. 

Hubert Brighton, secretary of 
the State Board of Regents, which 
sets policy for state schools, said, 
"There's no controversy really. We 
don't care whose payroll he's on 
just so K-State gets its plans ex- 
pedited." 

Some of the major structures 
Cool has planned or is working on, 
are the extension building, mar- 
ried students' housing, the ag engi- 
neering wing, the animal indus- 
tries building, and an elevator for 
the animal husbandry department. 



U.S. Sees 'Grounds for Hope' of Peace 
In Middle East, Secretary of State Says 



By UNITED 

WASHINGTON <U.R>— The United States 
neee "grounds for hope" of peace in the 
Middle East now that Russia seems to 
have quit "playing fast and loose with 
peace in the area." 

This note of guarded optimism for 
Bettling Israeli-Arab tensions was sounded 
last night by Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles In a major foreign policy 
address. 

Dulles told the B'nai B'rith Triennial 
convention that the job of reaching settle- 
ments In the Middle East will be diffi- 
cult. But he based his hope for tbe fu- 
ture on Moscow's new attitude toward 
the troubled region and on U.S. peace 
efforts. 

THE HARIM raveling Secretary of 
State linked his fresh report on the Middle 
East with a report on the just-concluded 
Paris meeting of the 15 North Atlantic 
Treaty powerB, which he attended. 

Dulles Bald the NATO powers intend 
that Israel shall he maintained in its in- 
dependence." But he said they ruled out 
an arms race that would be "ominouB for 
peace." The main goal of the NATO na- 
tions, he said la friendly relations with 
all the nations of the area on an impar- 
tial basis. 

Speaking of the NATO meeting, Dulles 
. then said: 

'THERE WAS grave concern that the 



Soviet Union has sought to further Its 
end by playing fast and loose with peace 
in the area. There was the feeling that 
that very fact made tt more Important for 
the Western nations to act with' firm de- 
liberation and with care. 

"There was recognition at Paris that 
wide discrepancies in armed strengths 
would be likely to create tensions. There 
was also a conviction that tbe safety of 
the countries of the Middle East Is not 
to he found in an arms race, particularly 
one which tended to pit great world 
powers against each other. 

•THERE WAS a belief that reliance 
should, above all, be placed upon the 
processes of the United Nations, and that 
we can perhaps, do bo now with greater 
confidence, since the Soviet Union 
seems increasingly aware of the danger- 
ous consequences of reckless action, and 
ahs Indicated that it too would be pre- 
pared to Bupport a solution through the 
United Nations." 

Dulles said the United States believes 
that "solid reliance" can be placed on the 
United Nations in the Middle East crisis. 
And he said U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold's mission to the area seems 
to have produced some positive results.

Five Primaries Give Ike 
Wide 'Corn Belt' Victory 



By UNITED 
FIVE PRIMARIES gave President 
Eisenhower a "corn belt" vote of con- 
fidence in Indiana and produced some 
surprises in other states today. 

The President, running against token 
Republican opposition, rolled to an easy 
"popularity" contest victory over Sen. 
Estes Kefauver (D. Tenn.) in Indiana's 
first Presidential primary since 1928 yes- 
terday. 

The other primaries in Florida, Ohio, 
West Virginia, and New Mexico, did not 
feature bona fide Presidential races. Sur- 
prises included Florida Gov. Leroy Col- 
lins' landslide re-election and Ohio Gov, 
Frank J. Lausche's failure to capture all 
58 Democratic Presidential convention 
delegates. 

HOOS1ER FARMERS stayed in the 
Republican ranks In the first farm belt 
primary since the President's controver- 
sial farm bill veto. 

Kefauver, unopposed in the Democratic 
primary, had hoped to stir up a farm pro- 
test vote. But the President rolled up a 
vote edge of about 80,000 over the Ten- 
nesseean, whose Btrength was primarily 
concentrated in traditionally Democratic 
city areas. 

Th§ primary gave the President 32 
first-round Republican convention votes 
and Kefauver 26. Mr. Eisenhower also 
picked up 56 Ohio votes, although they 
are nominally pledged to favorite son 
Sen. John W. Bricker. 

THE OTHER primaries at a glance: 
# Florida — Collins became the first 
Governor in Florida's history to succeed 
himeslf and the first to win the Demo- 
cratic nomination, tantamount to election, 
without a runoff. 

He rolled up a heavy margin over five 
candidates. The closest was Sumter Low- 
ry, who campaigned on a pledge to block 
racial segregation while Collins took a 
more moderate stand. Former Gov. Ful- 
ler Warren ran a poor fourth. 

Sen. George Smathers won an easy 



Democratic primary victory and has no 
GOP opposition. 

9 OHIO — Attorney General C. Wil- 
liam O'Neill, who has never lost ah elec- 
tion, won the Republican nomination for 
Governor and former federal price stab- 
ilizer Michael V. Disalle got the Demo- 
cratic nod. Both were smashing victor- 
ies. 

Lausche suffered a blow to his prestige 
when he lost two, and perhaps three, of 
Ohio's Democratic national convention 
delegates. He wanted them to back up 
his "favorite son" candidacy, even though 
he says he 1b not a Presidential candi 
date and is expected to release his d« 
gates to Adlai E. Stevenson. 

• WEST VIRGINIA— Rep. Robert 
Mollohan, rynning against the powerful 
Democratic "statehouse" organization and 
carrying the potent backing of veteran 
Democratic Sen. Matthew W. Neely, ap- 
peared to have won his party's nomina- 
tion for governor. He led the "state- 
house" candidate, Milton J. Ferguson, and 
another contender. 

Incumbent Gov. William C, Marland 
had a aright edge over another Democrat, 
Attorney General John G. Fox, in their 
race to fill the unexpired term of the late 
U.S. Sen. Harley M. Kilgore. Former 
Sen. Chapman Revercomb led In the fight 
for the GOP nomination. 

Voting" was heavy in West Virginia. 
Kefauver backers entered a nearly full 
slate of convention delegates, but a United 
PresB poll showed the 67 delegate can- 
didates were 3 to 1 In favor of Adlai E. 
Stevenson.
